feek and fight them wherefotver they can find 
them, for the benefit of the Polifh nation, and 
alfo in order to pave the way for reftoring peace 
in the German Empire: And in fuch an expe- 
dition they would certainly be feconded by a 
Torkifh army, as their Khan never gocs to war 
without leave of the Grand Signior, at leaft not 
with fuch nations as Poland, Auftria and Ruffia. 

His Pruflian Majetty has aétually levied fixty 
thoufand men in his own dominions, and has 
ordered Saxony to furnifh 15,000 recruits. A 
new field train of 106 pieces of fine brafs can- 
non are prepared at Berlin, and are very fpee- 
dily to be fent to the army.

Tre French, when they came aboard, cut 
and wounded the crew in a molt barbarous 
manner, for their brave refiftance.

Letters trom the Levant, by way of Leghorn, 
give aa account, that the city of Safet, near St. 
John de Acre, fituated on a high mountain in 
Paleitine, near the fea fide, tormerly called Be- 
thulia, a place held in great veneration by the 
Jews (who ufed to vifit ir, and many chole to 
cad their days there) with feveral villages in 
that neighbourhood, have lately been entirely 
Swatlowed up by an earthquake. 

The city of Damaicus ia Syria fuffered fo 
much by an earthquake on the 25th of Novem- 
ber lait, that one third part of the buildings 
were deftroyed. 

The fame earthquake was ft:ll more violent 
in Paleftine, where whole towns and villages 
were overturned. 

An earthquake was felt at Lisbon the 11th 
of lait month, and another the next day, accom- 
panied with a fubterraneous noile; but no da. 
mage was fuftained. 

Two violent fhocks of an earthquake were 
felt at Alicant in Spain, on the 3d and 4th ot 
laft month, but not attended with any fatal ac- 
cident in that place. 

They had at Guadaloupe, on the 22d of 
December laft, a fhock of an earthquake, but 
it did no damage. 

On Sunday night laft a fellow came to the 
houfe of an eminent merchant in Old Bedlam, 
and enquiring if the Gentleman was at home, 
was aniwered he was not. The fellow faid he 
had fomething to deliver into his own hands, 
and defired to ftay in the houfe till he came
